MANEUVER 


Many Contingents Leaving Sat- 
urday ; 


As usual Review Day for Mich- 
igan National Guard found a 
large crowd of visitors to witness 
this colorful event. Governor 
Fitzgerald and Maj. Gen. Guy M. 
Wilson and his staff officers 
watched each contingent of 
Michigan’s guard as jit passed in 
review before them. This was 
held Saturday afternoon, During 
the visit here by the Governor, 
Maj. George B. Ely of the 119th 
Field Artillery, and Capt. Frank 
C. Millard acted as his aides. 

The annual Divisional mem- 
orial exercises were held in 
memory of the men of the 32nd 
Division who died in France. 
Major William P. Schulte, chap- 
lain of the 125th Infantry, gave 
the main address. 

Early Monday morning the or- 
ganizations of the guard started 


out on a three-day field prob- 
lem. 
Tired, footsore but none the 


less enthusiastic, they returned 
to Camp Grayling Wednesday 
after the three-day field maneu- 
ver, conducted about 50 
from the military reservation. 
Since the Michigan units have 
been motorized. a far greater 
area was used in the maneuvers 
than in prior years 
Frank R. McCoy. commanding 
general of the Sixth Carps Area, 
Chicago, conducted a three-day 
tactical inspection of the troops 
and expressed himself as highly 
gratified with the solution of the 
problem and the functioning of 
the regimental, brigade and ai- 
visional staffs.

The Edward E. Hartwick Pines 
Park was presented to the State 
of Michigan October 5, 1927, by 
Mrs. Karen B. Hartwick, as a 
memorial in honor of her hus- 
band, Major Edward E. Hart- 
wick, who made the supreme 
sacrifice in the service of his 
country during the world war. 
{ The park consists of eight thou- 
sand two hundred and thirty-six 
acres situated in Crawford coun- 
ty, six miles northeast of Gray- 
ling. Within its domain are 
eighty-five acres of virgin white 
pine, one of the last remaining 
stands of this history making 
timber in the state. 

The donor was 
number of considerations. Mrs. 
Hartwick was reared in the 
‘romantic atmosphere of a little 
sawmill town in the heart of the 
pines, the daughter of one of 
Michigan’s most prominent pio- 
neers in the industry. She keen- 
ly appreciated the potential value 
to future generations of this 
wonderful creation of nature. To 
preserve this last fragment of the 
millions of acres of white pine 
which once covered northern 
Michigan; to create a source of 
visual and spiritual enjoyment 
for the visitor: to implant in the

The owners of this vir-' 
gin forest heeded the pleas of 
organizations and individuals to 
spare this last vestige of Mich- 
igans lordly pines and about 1925, 
a concerted movement was start-' 
ed to induce the legislature to, 
acquire the lands as a state for-' 
est and game refuge. Before; 
negotiations were completed Mrs. : 
Karen B. Hartwick purchased the | 
land from the Salling Hanson. 
Company and on the 5th of, 
October, 1927, in the presence of 
the members of the State Depart- ! 
ment of Conservation, she pre-| 
sented Governor Fred W. Green 
with the deed 
henceforth to be known as the 
Edward E. Hartwick Pines Park. 


The affairs of the park are ad-

ministered under the Parks Di-| 


vision ot the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Conservation. The State 
‘has built an adequate highway 
Jeading into the park, and creat- 
ed facilities for the growing num- 
ber of travelers who come from 
far and near to enjoy the in- 


spiring sight of these majestic 
trees and breathe the pungent 
fragrance of these ‘whispering 


pines.” There are being estab- 
lished within the park replicas of 
the implements of the old log- 
ging days, to perpetuate their 
romance and to carry on the 
story of the days of the log 
buoms, gaudy mackinaws and 
calked boots. The public will 
have the opportunity to visual- 
ize the lumbering industry in its 
prime, 


The eighty-five acre tract of 
virgin white pine is situated 
about six miles northeast of 
Grayling. The average age of 
the pines is about one hundred 
years and the average height 
from eighty to one: hundred feet. 
The pines are still growing and 
|will add about twelve inches to 
their height until it reaches one 
hundred and fifty feet. The bal- 
ance of the eight thousand two 
hundred and thirty-six acres is 
covered with a thrifty second 
growth of white pine, Norway 
pine, and other species which 
will, in time, produce a magni- 
ficent forest. The eastern branch

Cousequently, to the operator o1 
: every cnain store system for 
s which the 1y33 chain store tax 
has been paid, a check for nearly 
38 per cent of the tax paid, wil 
shortly be sent. As the state col- 
lected about $90,000 by this tax 
in 1933, the total of the refunds 
will be slightly more than $34,- 
000. 

An additional refund on taxes 
paid in 1933, 1934 and 1935, by 
operators of chain counter sys- 
tems, has also been approved by 
the board. The 1935 legislature 
Provided for lower rates ot taxa- 
tion for chain counters than fo1 
chain stores; prior to this, no dis- 
tinction had been made between 
the two kinds of chain organiza- 
tions. Thus, to chain counter op- 
erators who have paid their tax- 
es for the three years the act has 
been ettective, at the chain store 
tax rates, refunds of the differ- 
ence between these rates will be 
made by the Secretary of State, 
official collector of the tax. These 
jatter refunds, however, will be 
made only on application, ana 
then after an investigation of in- 
aividual claims for the refund. 
Application blanks will be mail- 
ed shortly to everyone who ha:

the United States. 

Russia will buy rallread equtp- 
ment, machinery for making new 
automobile models and other pred- 
ucts of heavy industry. In addition 
the Soviets will buy cotton. The 
railroad equipment is needed badly 
for modernization of a weak trans- 
portation system, 

In return Russia expects to sell 
sausage casings, certain grades of 
lron ore, manganese, furs and dairy 
products in large quantities to the 
United States. . 

The pact, concluded by the ex- 
change gf notes between Ambassa- 
dor Bullitt in Moscow and Maxim 
Litviner, commissar for foreign af- 
fairs, provides for no further loans 
to Russia and makes no mention of 
the more than $70,000,000 in debts 
contracted by former Russian goy- 
ernments. It is in line with See- 
retary Hulls policy of trade agree- 
ments, For these two reasons espe- 
cially it is attacked by many Repub- 
licans and not a few Democrats in 
congress, Senator Pat MeCarren of 
Nevada was one of the angriest of 
these gentlemen.

They are as much a part 
of the State as our limbs are 
parts of our body. They came 
into their seedling days at about 
the same time that Michigan 
entered its babyhood as a State, 
one hundred years ago. The 
State and the pines have grown 
together, through a century, and 
today each shows the wonders 
ef progress that can be wrought 
in the space of 100 years. 

“These trees bespeak a glory 
that- once was Michigan’s-—the 
glory of noble forests that cov- 
ered practically all of the State. 
They stand now as survivors of 
a commercial slaughter that al- 
most denuded the common- 
wealth. Their survival should 
give impetus to the work of re- 
forestation that is now being 
carried on intensively by the 
State and by far-sighted lumber- 
ing interests. Surrounding this 
&C acres of virgin timber 
some 8,000 acres of second 
growth pine, which offers a les- 
son of equal importance. It 
shows us what can be done to- 
ward rearing another stand of 
iimber in regions where it would 
prove desirabie and profitable, 
either for lumbering or for re- 
creational purposes. Loox‘ag 
upcn these stitely survivors, 
realizing what they offer to ‘he 
State in beauty and utility, one 
can not imagine that man will 
ever again re-enact the tragedy 
that is told in the story of the 
slaughter of our trees. 

Praises Grayling Pioneers 

“It should be noted that, in 
this Grayling region, were pio- 
neers who did their full share in 
opening the state to develop- 
ment, and at the same time had 
a proper regard for the forest 
treasure that came into their 
possession. I refer especially to 
Salling Hanson Company, who 
were responsible in the first 
instance for saving these wood- 
land sentinels from the axe. 

“1 doubt that the state will 
ever be able to express its full 
gratitude to the donor of this 
wilderness park, Mrs. Karen B. 
Hartwick. She has preserved for 
us a magnificent heritage. In 
presenting it to the State, she 
has done more for the cause of 
conservation than could be ac- 
complished by floods of cdm- 
paign leaflets. She has enriched, 
us all by preserving for us a 
thing of-beauty that might easily 
have gone the way of other for- 
ests, were it not for her devo- 
tion. 

“And, what is perhaps more 
impressive, more appealing to 
the heart, is the fact that this 
good woman, in thus serving her 
State, has likewise paid tender 
tribute to the memory. of her 
husband, Major Edward E. Hart- 
wick, citizen and soldier, who 
died while serving the colors in 
France. These stalwart trees 
about us will stand long after 
we are gone as the monument to 
the memory of a stalwart man. 
They suggest the qualities of 
ruggedness and independence 
that were his, and which. enabl- 
ed him to do so much for the 
development ‘of the State and 
for the defense of the Nation.
